Absolute unanimity n pon any sub- 
ject would be iucoO°P'Uil)le with hairian 
nature.

But 
yfQ most coDfo f 8 surprise that a greator 
degree of unanimity upon the subjeot 
of a free port does not oxiBt in this 
community. So obvious and trans, 
cendent aro tbe adtfautagoa which must 
scorne to Victoria Under such an ar- 
rangement that one would naturally ex- 
pect tbe greatest enthusiasm to exist, in 
regard thereto. N or would the advan- 
tngei of a free port °n the seaboard be 
merely local. It p Qonld be kept in 
▼tew tbat a free port hero under Con- 
federation would Do a very different 
affair from a former free po-c of a for- 
mer isolated and comparatively insig- 
nificant colony. When this ehull have 
become the groat seaport of the Do» 
minion on the Pacific, attracting trado 
and population for t' © whole, it will be 
tbe interest of the whole that tho por- 
tals of Victoria should be thrown wide 
open for tho ships of iho world to euter 
free as tbe wind that fills their oanviis. 
Commerce should not be met on tbe 
yery threshold with oitbor tax or rod* 
tape.

There is no ronson whatever for suppos- 
ing that tho Dominion Govommeut 
would demur to such a oondition. Our 
own Governor does not beliovo in 
free ports ; but, with every respect to 
bia opinions, wo may bo permitted to 
think tho commercial men of tho Colony 
the best judges. His Ifixcelloooy may 
bo perfectly correct in his disbelief in 
tho general principle ; yet we may bo 
equully correct in regarding this aa an 
exceptional ouso, It will have been 
seen from tbe above extract that Cana- 
da has scon failure in two attempts ot 
the kind in ber own territory; arid yet 
Bho recognizes the elements of success 
in our case.

If the people only 
speak out with, sufficient distinctness 
and unanimity in favor of a freo port 
tho Govoruor will not permit his owu 
opinious to interpose. It is the seem- 
ing indifference and want of unanimity 
that is iu tho way of obtaining what 
would indeed niuko Victoria tho San 
Fraucisco ot the British American Em- 
pire. Let our pooplo bo wiso ; and lot 
them bo wiso in timo. We shall take 
occasion in a futaro article to explain 
how wo think a free port can bo main- 
tained without injury to tho agricultural 
and industrial imorests.
